Oil Man Tells Reporters

Hearing Recessed.

WASHINGTON, March 7—The 
Senate 
recessed its hearings on the fit- 
ness of Edwin W. Pauley for 
Navy Under Secretary until to- 
morrow morning after a brief ses- 
sion today. 

Senator Millard E. Tydings 
(Dem., Maryland, told reporters 
he would try “desperately” to con- 
clude defense testimony tomorrow 
with Pauley as the last witness. 
Asked if he planned to recall for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Har- 
old L. Ickes to the witness chair, 
Tydings said: “No, I don’t want to 
persecute him. I gave him a pretty 
rough going-over yesterday.” 

Pauley, also talking to reporters 
after the formal session was over, 
gaid for the first time that he, 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, and Pau] Porter, now head of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
“all left Ickes office together” fol- 
lowing a conversation with Ickes 
in September, 1944. 

This contravenes the sworn tes- 
timony of both Ickes and his for- 
mer Under Secretary, Abe Fortas, 
who asserted that Pauley re- 
mained in the office after Hanne- 
gan and Porter had departed. 
Ickes has charged that Pauley 
then told him $300,000 could be 
raised from California oi] men if 
Ickes did not press a Government 
suit to determine judicially the 
ywnership of oil-rich Pacific coast 
tidelands. Ickes called this “the 
rawest proposition ever made to 
me.” 


Hannegan, Porter May Testify. 


Pauley said today he had not yet 
decided whether he will ask Han- 

gan and Porter to appear as de- 
fense witnesses. 

Senator Tydings showed a new 
fisposition today to expedite the 
hearings. The only witness was 
ohn A. Packard, Los Angeles at- 
torney, who merely read a state- 
ment refuting previous charges 
that he was aligned with Commu- 
hists politically. 

If there is any spectacular 
“break” in the long hearings, it 
will come when Pauley has con- 
cluded his defense testimony. He 
may then announce his with- 
drawal. If this happens, the 
committee would issue a brief

Expected to Keep Post in 
Cabinet—Pauley Hear- 
ing Delays Health Trip 
to Arizona.

WASHINGTON, March 7 
—It was learned today by the 
Post-Dispatch that Robert E. 
Hannegan of St. Louis plans to 
resign shortly as chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 
He is expected to keep his cabinet 
post of Postmaster-General. 

Hannegan has been in ill health 
lately, and has been ordered to 
Arizona by his physician. He is 
delaying the trip, apparently in 
the desire to stay in the capital 
until his friend, Edwin W. Pauley, 
is either confirmed or rejected as 
under Secretary of the Navy, or 
until Pauley’s name is_ with- 
drawn, 

Although Hannégan’s close as- 
sociates insist that the celebrated 
Pauley incident has nothing to do 
with the chairman’s decision to 
quit the committee, it is believed 
that Hannegan’s stature with the 
White House did not increase, to 
put it mildly, as a result of his 
insistence that Pauley be nomi- 
nated for the Navy post. 

Coincident with authorative re- 
ports of Hannegan’s imminent 
resignation, Edward H. Crump of 
Memphis, Democratic boss of 
Tennessee, slashed out yesterday 
at both Hannegan and Pauley. 
Hannegan, said Crump, had tried 
to “shove Pauley down the throats 
of the American people.” A na- 
tional committeeman himself, 
Crump demanded a bar on na- 
tional committeemen holding 
cabinet or high government posi- 
tions,

TWO MEN ADMIT 
AILLING WIDOW IN 
HER RESTAURANT 


Suspects Tell Police They 
Murdered Mrs. Lora 
E. Taborn When Try- 
ing to Rob Her.

Willie Thomas Armstrong and 
Melvin Henderson, Negro laborers, 
admitted to Chief of Detectives 
Herman Siebels this afternoon that 
they had murdered Mrs. Lora E. 
Taborn, 60-year-old widow, while 
attempting to rob her yesterday in 
her restaurant at 2232 Chouteau 


avenue. 

Siebels said Armstrong in his 
brief oral statement admitted hit- 
ting the woman with first a piece 
of wood and later with an iron 
poker. Henderson said Armstrong 
forced him to assist in the crime 
by threatening to “get his gang” 
to harm Henderson if he refused. 

Although the attack occurred in 
the restaurant, Mrs. Taborn’s body 
was found about 3:40 p.m. in the 
living quarters at the rear of the 
cafe, indicating she crawled from 
the restaurant to her apartment 
after the attack. 

Henderson’s Story. 

Henderson in his statement, told 
Siebels he had gone into the res- 
taurant about 3 o'clock and had 
ordered two sandwiches. While he 
was sitting there waiting for Mrs. 
Taborn to prepare the sandwiches, 
he said, Armstrong came in. 

“Armstrong asked me what I 
thought about grabbing Mrs. Ta- 
born,” Henderson told the officer. 
“I told him nothing doing, so he 
said he would put his gang on me 
if I didn’t.” 

Armstrong then ordered a pack- 
age of cigarettes, Henderson told 
the detective, and when the wom- 
an turned to reach into the cigar 
case, Henderson said he grabbed 
her. 

As he held her, Armstrong 
struck her on the head with a 
piece of lumber, knocking her to 
the floor. 

“Oh, Don’t Do That.” 

Raising her arm to protect her 
head from another blow, Hender- 
son said she screamed and 
shouted, “Oh, don’t do that.” 

Armstrong had picked up a 
stove iron, or poker and was ap- 
proaching to strike her. After he 
hit her on the head with the iron, 
Henderson said, Armstrong told

Seized—Boasts to Po- 
lice He ‘Cracked’: 100 
to 150 Safes. 


Robert Lee Robertson, St. Louis 
hoodlum and former convict, his 


‘|wife and two companions will be 


questioned today in Chicago by St. 
Louis and St. Louis county au- 
thorities in the recent unsolved 
murders of four men. Robertson 
and his gang were arrested last 
night in a police raid on a North 
Side Chicago basement apartment. 

Detective Sgt. John Sinclair, 


representing the city Police De- 
partment, was sent to Chicago 
early today to question the pris- 
oners in the murders of Lawrence 
Drewer, Collinsville burglar, and 
Robert Carroll, a painter and an 
associate of Drewer. 

‘Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley and 
two deputies went to Chicago to 
question Robertson and his cor.- 
panions in the murders of How- 
ard Akers and Fabian de Clue, 
which occurred in St. Louis 
county, 

Robertson, who boasted to Chi- 
cago police that he had “cracked 
between 100 and 4150 =~ safes” 
throughout the midwest, frankly 
told the offices he was wanted 
in St. Louis. He said, “I’m hot for 
four murders in St. Louis.” ’ 


Wife, Others Seized. 

Arrested with him in the base- 
ment apartment where police 
found a small arsenal, were his 
wife, Mrs. Margaret Robertson, 
who, police said, accompanied him 
on all bank, post. office and filling 
station robberies; Edwin J. Burn- 
ett, a former convict who said he 
live. at 2742 Armand place, and 
Felix Walter Kargol, alias Wallie 
Cargo, of Chicago, 

Robertson, his wife and Kar- 
gol have been identified by the 
lowa Bureau of Criminal Investi- 
gation as the gang that kidnaped 
Iowa State Patrolman John 
Mahnke from Denison, Ia., last 
Nov. 28 and handcuffed him to a 
stove in a country school house. 
He had sought to question them 
concerning several burglaries. 

Post Office Inspector William 
Noah told the  Post-Distpatch 
three weeks ago that postal in- 
spectors were close on the trail 
of Robertson and hoped to ar- 
rest him soon. 

Robertson was the subject of a 
post office inspector’s conference 
here three weeks ago at which 
time methods of combatting the 
crime wave of post office robberies 
were discussed. With the arrest of 
Robertson, officials said, robberies 
of post offices in Missouri, the 
Dakotas, Illinois, New York, Iowa 
and Minnesota are expected to 
drop appreciably. 

Robertson Knew Drewer. 

Postoffice authorities and also 
those of the city and county told 
the Post-Dispatch that Robertson 
and Drewer were acquainted and 
speculation has been that Rob- 
ertson might have been the man 
that Drewer had an appointment 
with the night of Jan. 4 when he 
was shot to death by two men at 
Sarah street and West Pine 
boulevard, 

Authorities said that although 
Drewer was considered a “big- 
time” operator in comparison to 
Robertson, the latter frequently 
did favors for Drewer by robbing 
a postoffice or small bank for him. 
It was understood between the 
two that Robertson would operate 
on the west side of the Mississippi 
river and Drewer and another 
gang from Indiana would “handle” 
the east side of the river.

“future decisions depending on 
many factors” have been reached. 

The construction program was 
suspended presumably to await the 
outcome of the United States 
Navy’s atomic tests at Bikini atoll. 
Alexander asserted, however, that 
he had the “strongest reasons” for 
believing the atomic bomb would 
not eliminate the necessity of a 
strong navy. He said that one 
battleship was under construction 
and that it would_be finished. 


Alexander revealed that Britain 
lost 3280 warships and naval craft 
during the war.

Cardinal Glennon, who is 83 
years old, is a guest at the official 
residence of President Sean _ T. 
O’Kelly. He arrived Monday from 
Rome, where he attended the Pa- 
pal consistories of Feb. 18-22, and 
took part in other ceremonies. 

A statement by Commodore Al- 
phonse McMahon of the United 
States Navy and Dr. Henry Moore 
of Dublin said the Cardinal “rest- 
ed well last night.” 

Temperature Rises. 

They said the Cardinal had a 
“slightly elevated” temperature, 
but that “the condition of the 
heart is satisfactory, and the gen- 
eral constitutional state good.” 

Cardinal Glennon had been suf- 
fering from a mild bronchitis since 
the latter part of his stay in Rome. 

Before the latest development in 
the case, Dr. McMahon, the car- 
dinal’s personal physician, ex- 
pressed himself yesterday as “com- 
pletely at ease” over the prelate’s 
condition. He said Cardinal Glen- 
non was very tired, and still had 
“a little bronchitis” contracted in 
Rome. 

Msgr. John P. Cody, chancellor 
of the St. Louis Archdiocese, sent 
cablegrams to friends of the arch- 
bishop in St. Louis yesterday, re- 
assuring them.

lation of the strike. 


Brief Stoppage Here. 

Notification, however, came too 
late -to prevent brief work stop- 
pages here and in eastern and cen- 
tral states, but telephone service 
was quickly restored to normal. 

Picket lines were thrown around 
all Southwestern, Western Elec- 
tric and A.T.&T. properties in 
the St. Louis area, and long dis- 
tance service was curtailed here 
for about 10 minutes and service 
for 63,000 manual telephones in 
the area was disrupted for periods 
ranging from a half hour to an 
hour and a half, 

By 8 a.m. all service was nor. 
mal, Southwestern Bell Co. offi- 
cials said. 

Wage Increases Granted. 

The settlement of the South- 
western union’s dispute means 
wage increases totaling an esti- 
mated $15,000,000 a year, union 
officers said.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—The House Committee Investi- 
gating Un-American Activities 
said today foreign agents were 
trying to steal America’s atom 
*bomb secrets. 

Chairman John 8S. Wood (Dem.), 
Georgia, told reporters the com- 
mittee had authorized him to an- 
nounce that an investigation had 
disclosed the theft attempt. He 
said the committee is co-operat- 
ing with “other Government agen- 
cies, particularly the War De- 


partment.” 

Wood phrased his remarks cau- 
tlously. He declined to name the 
nations involved. 


Asked whether the investigation 
showed any connection between 
the reported theft efforts here 
and those recently announcd in 
Canada, Wood replied: “I don't 
know.” 

Committee Announcement. 

Wood said the committee had 
authorized him to say: 

“We have been conducting an 
investigation for several” months 
to see if subversive forces are at 
werk against the Government in 
th development of! 
atomie energy. 

“Information we have secured 
shows decidedly that there are 
efforts being made to obtain in- 
formation that the United States 
Government has not authorized to 
be given out. 

“There are influences in this 
country trying to obtain this in- 
formation in an illegal way. 

“American people may be in- 
volved, but it is primarily a for- 
eign attempt.” 

Checking Several Projects. 

In response to further question- 
ing, Wood said that the committee 
inquiry was not being confined to 
the Oak Ridge (Tenn.) atomic 
bomb plant. He said committee 
representatives were checking 
other projects and also making 
inquiries in Washington. 

“He said the committee might 
hold hearings, behind closed doors, 
either in New York City or Oak 
Ridge. He commented that “most 
of the activity appears to be be- 
tween these points.” 

,Wood's committee is authorized 
by the House to investigate any 
groups, individuals or actions it 
suspects are subversive or harm- 
ful to the country’s welfare. 

‘The committee initiated con- 
tempt proceedings yesterday 
against Edward K Barsky, chair- 
man of the joint anti-Fascist refu- 
gee committee of New York City, 
and 16 members of the organiza- 
tion’s executive board.

French Announce Agreement on Viet Nam 


With Nationalists Who Control 


Northern 


Indochina, 


SAIGON, Indochina, March 7 
(AP) — Adm. Georges Thierry 
d’Argenlieu, French high commis- 
sioner, announced today _ that 
the Viet Nam (Annamese nation- 
alist republic) had been granted 
the status of a “free state within 
the Indochinese federation and 
French union” and that an agree- 
ment was signed at Hanoi last 
night, 

He said a popular referendum 
would be held later to determine 
whether Cochin China, Tonkin and 
Annam would be united in a single 
state of Viet Nam. At present 
Cochin China, in southern Indo- 
china, Annam, a territory extend- 
ing along the coast, and Tonkin 
in the north, are protectorates, 

The Annamese Government of 
Ho Chi-minh at Hanoi at present 
controls Tonkin and the portion 
of Annam north of the sixteenth 
parallel and claims all three 
provinces. 

The agreement was signed by Ho 
and Vu Hong Khanh, a special 
delegate of the Viet Nam council 
of ministers, and apparently meant 
that the Annamese revoltuion is 


ended unless extremists bolt Ho’s 
leadership. 

Apparently the Annamese gov- 
ernment is to have considerable 
local autonomy. 

An agreement reached with the 
Cambodian protectorate in south 
Indochina last November was re- 
garded as setting the pattern for a 
new deal by the French in Indo- 
china. ’ 

The agreement with 25-year-old 
King Norodom Sihanouk granted 
Cambodia internal autonomy, but 
provided for French control of its 
foreign affairs and defense, 

This was in line with the dec- 
laration of the cabinet of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle a year ago that 
it was prepared to grant a high 
degree of autonomy to Indochina, 
and a later French statement of 
willingness to grant the equiva- 
lent of dominion status to a fed- 
eration of Indochina states within 
a French union, 

It was reported without confir- 
mation that French forces suc- 
ceeded in landing at dawn today 
at Haiphong, port of Hanoi, where 
a French communique said Chi- 
nese artillery opened up yesterday 
and killed at least 10 French sol- 
diers and severely damaged the 
French light cruiser Triomphant.

Administration recommendations." 


Ninteen Republicans and five 
Democrats voted against the bill. 
The House earlier had refused 
the motion of Representative Jes- 
sie Sumner (Rep.), Illinois, to 
send the legislation back to com- 
mittee, by a 304-to-76- vote. 
Housing Expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt said last night the bill had 
been modified until it would not 
achieve the goal of 2,700,000 new 
homes in two years. 
No Subsidies in Bill. 


Absent ffm the measure as it 
headed into a new fight in the 
Senate was any provision for sub- 
sidies to spur home construction. 
The Administration had battled 
vainly for a $600,000,000 subsidy 
provision which President Truman 
had described as “the very heart” 
of his program. 

That the subsidy fight would be 
renewed in the Senate was indi- 
cated when Senator’ Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, assailed the 
House action as “a serious blow 
to the nation’s economy” in a 
statement. 

Kilgore accused Republicans and 
“short-sighted Democrats” of hav- 
ing “seen fit to vote down a pro- 
posal intended to help our home- 
less veterans and their families 
obtain decent housing.” 


Provisions of Measure, 


The bill now provides: 

1. An increase of a billion dol- 
lars in Government authority to 
insure home mortgage loans, 
meaning the Government Would 
take that big a risk in the con- 
struction of homes for veterans. 
Thus, a veteran or other person 
could purchase a home with a 
small down payment and the Gov- 
ernment would protect the mort- 
gagor for the rest. 

2. Continuation for a year be- 
yond June 30 the war-granted pri- 
orities and allocation authority 
for channeling scarce building ma- 
terials into construction of low 
and medium priced homes. 

3. Preference for veterans in the 
purchase or rental of new houses. 

4. Price ceilings on new houses. 

5. Broad authority for the hous- 
ing expediter to issue directives to 
other Government agencies, in- 
cluding OPA, on prices, relative 
to building materials. 

6. Authorization for the expe- 
diter to stop or curb the export 
of lumber as long as scarcities 
exist in this country.

Hourly wage increases under 
the long lines agreement average 
17.6 cents an hour, as compared 
to the 18%-cent demand of the 
union, Edgar L. Warren, director 
of the United States Conciliation 
Service, said. The Southwestern 
union had requested wage in- 
creases averaging $8 a week. 
The 17.6-cent increase also ap- 
plies to 17,300 striking employes of 
the Western Electric Co.’s plant 
at Kearny, N. J., whose dispute 
caused a brief nation-wide tele- 
phone tie-up in January. The 
Kearney strike will continue, how- 
ever, until members of the West- 
ern Electric Employes’ Associa- 
tion ratify the settlement, Frank 
Fitzsimmons, association presi- 
dent, said in New York.

GREYHOUND DRVERS

Action by Dixie Employes

TAXPAYERS PROVE 
THEY CAN SMILE; 
REASON IS REFUNDS 


Veteran deputy tax collectors at 
the Federal Building can’t remem- 
ber when there have been so many 
smiling taxpayers as during this 
tax-return-filing period. 

The reason is not hard to find: 
Seven out of 10 persons filing 1945 
income taxe returns are discover- 
ing that, instead of having to make 
substantial — and frequently un- 
budgeted—-tax payments, they are 
entitled to refunds on taxes with- 
held from their salaries last year. 

Tax withholding began in 1943, 
but in that year and 1944 the tax 
rate was higher in comparison to 
the amount withheld, so that for 
those years fewer than half the 
taxpayers had refunds coming. 

Tax officials estimate that about 
450,000 of the 700,000 taxpayers in 
the eastern district of Missouri, 
comprising St. Louis and 54 coun- 
ties, will get refunds, usually in 
small amounts. About 150,000 
checks already have been mailed 
out and the office hopes to have 
all the refunds in the hands of 
taxpayers by May 1.

BARBITAL LABELED 
ASPIRIN, TWO DIE 


Tablets Furnished by Wisden- 
sin U. Pharmacy School 
—Inquiry Called. 


MADISON, Wis., March 7 (UP) 
—Twelve child influenza sufferers, 
two. of whom died, were treated 
erroneously at Camp McCoy Hos- 
pital with state-furnished pheno- 
barbital tablets which were la- 
beled “one grain aspirin,” the 
State Welfare Department an- 
nounced today. 

The tablets were furnished by 
the University of Wisconsin phar- 
macy school, The children were 
from the state public school, 
Sparta, where 38 young persons 
were stricken with influenza last 
week. The pharmacy school regu- 
larly makes one-grain aspirin for 
the Sparta school, and the tablets 
involved were sent there Feb. 6. 

Three state agencies, the univer- 
sity, the welfare department and 
state health departments, have be- 
gun an investigation. 

Dr. Hugh H. Williams, Sparta 
school physician, said that five 
patients were admitted to the sta- 
tion hospital last Thursday night, 
and seven Friday, March 1. The 
two who died were among those 
admitted Thursday. 

Welfare officials said aspirin is 
administered repeatedly in fever 
treatment. Phenobarbital, a seda- 
tive, is harmful if taken in quan- 
tities, and a one-grain tablet was 
described as a “pretty strong 
dose for a child.

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FIRM DEALINGS 


WITH SOVIET UNION 


Dulles Report Calls for 
Sympathetic Handling 
but No Compromise of 
Christian Faith. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 7 (AP) 
—A proposal for firm but sym- 
pathetic dealings with the Soviet 
Union despite growing strains to- 
day came before the special post- 
war policy meeting of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. 

The recommendation was em- 
bodied in -a report approved last 
night by a section studying the 
churches in a world order and 
presented today to the closing 
general sessions of the three-day 
meeting of representatives of 
Protestant churches with 25,000,- 
000 members. 

“The problem of world order is 
complicated by the fact that na- 
tions differ in their religious, 
social, economic, and political pat- 
terns,” said the report prepared 
under the chairmanship of John 
Foster Dulles, head of the coun- 
cil’s Commission on a Just and 
Durable Peace and former ad- 
viser to Thomas E. Dewey, 1944 
Republican presidential candidate. 

“This is particularly true in the 
case of the Soviet Union and the 
western democracies. We cannot 
ignore the tensions which arise 
from these differences.” 

Must Demonstrate Faith. 

Admitting “with humility” that 
the democracies’ religious and 
political freedom had “not solved 
the social and economic problems 
of our society,” the report con- 
tinued: 

“Our first task is to demon- 
strate that our Christian faith can

MUKDEN, Manchuria (Delayed) 
—The Chinese manager of a Brit- 
ish-American tobacco factory has 
been murdered here in a manner 
reminiscent of gangsterism’s worst 
days. The unwitting motivators 
of the murder are this correspond- 
ent and eight American and Brit- 
ish colleagues. 

It is the old story of the man 
who knew too much and talked. 


The 40-year-old, English-speaking 


victim, Soong Chu-shen, was shot 
down in full daylight an his own 
doorstep the day after he had 
ignored anonymous warnings and 
come to be interviewed by corre- 
spondents. His assailant has not 
been captured, and neither his 
identity nor nationality has been 
established. 
This bitter tragedy is an ex- 
ample of some of the terror and 
lawlessness which makes life in 
Manchuria like a never-ending 
nightmare. And of the terror 
which makes the streets of this 
city of more than 2,000,000 as de- 
serted at night as a country town. 
And of the terror which strikes 
down Chinese officials when they 
arrive and try to take over the 
Fushun coal mines as arranged 
by treaty. 
The tobacco factory manager 
was shot on Feb. 23. He died at 
4:35 Monday morning (March 4). 

The remains of Chang Hsin-fu, 
a prominent Chinese engineer, 
were brought here and deliyered 
to the Chinese on March 2. C g 
had been dragged from a train be- 
tween here and the Fushun coal 
mines and bayonetted to death 
around midnight on Jan. 16. There 
were 18 bayonet thrusts in his 
body. 

Chinese sources say there are 
six more persons definitely known 


to have been killed In the same 
incident, possibly more. The engi- 
neer had five assistants and a 
Chinese guard of nine with him. 
None has been heard from. 

The case of the tobacco factory 
manager began on Feb. 21, the 
day our party of nine correspond- 
ents visited that factory. Soong, a 
brave man, aroused the suspicions 
of Russian officers controlling the 
factory when he walked ahead 
with several of us and whispered 
some details of happenings there. 
He told us that the Russians had 
taken two-thirds of the cigarette 
output without payment or book- 
keeping. He told us they had 
taken much machinery from other 
factories and that the Russian 
soldiers had looted in mobs when 
they arrived in Mukden, 

After we left, Soong received 
two warnings—one by letter, one 
by telephone—threatening danger 
unless he stayed away from 
American correspondents. How- 
ever, we had asked to see him 
the next day for a chance to con- 
verse freely without suspicious 
characters attempting to overhear, 
Soong ignored the warnings and 
kept his appointment with us. At 
this interview he told us that the 
Russians had taken 2,000,000 
leaves of tobacco from the factory 
between September and Nov. 15 
and 2,000,000 Manchurian dollars 
from the safe, and had burned all 
records, 

Soong’s enemies, who must have 
shadowed him to our meeting- 
place, did not wait long to strike. 
The next day, Feb, 23—Red Army 
day, incidentally — a short man 
in dark blue laborer’s clothes 
trailed him to his humble cot- 
tage. At 4:15 in the afternoon, as 
he was barely a yard from the 
entrance, three revolver buliets 
were fired. Two missed. One 
Jodged in his back and on Mon- 
day proved fatal,

“One cannot reform the hearts 
of the German people unless they 
keep their stomachs reasonably 
full,” Robertson said. “A fam- 
ished Germany would be ready for 
influences which are ever ready to 
pounce on the discontented. 


“The Germans brought this on 
themselves but it is no part of the 
British or Allied policy to starve

MEXICO CITY, March 7 (AP) | 


—Bobby Feller, Cleveland's 
pitcher and one of the highest! 
paid twirlers 


to the Mexican League for a 
three-year period, President Jorge 
Pasquel disclosed today. Feller 
wouki be paid $100,000 a season. 

“That is nothing,” smiled the 
“outlaw” 
league. Next season he said he 
hopes to get Hank Greenberg and 
Ted Williams, slugging outfield- 
ers for the Detroit Tigers and 
Boston Red Sox, respectively. 

“I'm getting in touch with them 
right now,” he told the Associat- 
ed Press in an interview. He did 
not say how much he plans to 
offer Greenberg and Williams. 
Neither did he say if Feller had 
replied to his offer. 

Referring to organized base- 
ball’s criticism of his independent 
circuit, Pasquel declared: “We 
are ready to fight with them in 
any way that may be necessary. 
If they want to come and scrap 
it out they'll have to put out 
$30,000,000. I would invite them to 
come here with all expenses paid, 
with a car and a chauffeur at 
their service so that they can 
learn to know our organization 
and our league. We are building 
up our league on a _ long-term 
basis and have the money to do 
it. This is not a_ fly-by-night 
league.” 

Pasquel said a $2,000,000 “base- 
ball city, excelling any baseball 
plant in the United States” will 
be built here by 1948. Plans call 
for it to seat 52,000 and have cush- 
ioned seats “like in theaters.” 

Major leaguers who reportedly 
already have jumped to the Mex- 
ican Circuit include Danny Gar- 
della and Nap Reyes, of the New 
York Giants; Luis Olmo, of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, and Pitcher 
Alejandro Carrasaquel of the Chi- 
cago White Sox.

Unemployment, Disease and Violence Stalks 
Wreck, Correspondent Says After Reds

Mukden today is the robbed and 
ruined corpse of what six months 
ago was one of the world’s greatest 
cities and the source of 60 per cent 
of Manchuria’s industrial output. 

Mass unemployment, disease and 
lawless violence stalk the wreck, 
a blight of two million luckless 


humans. 
6-Day Investigation. 

The above constitutes a 
ment of evidenced fact. based on 
six days of painstaking investiga- 
tion—limited somewhat by the 
fact that movements have not 
been entirely free. 

As a statement of personal con- 
viction, not easily proved but sup- 
ported by evidence and testimony, 
I have heard the following: 

1. Russian forces in Man- 
churia were the chief but not 
the only authors of the grand- 
acale looting that wrecked the 
city’s industrial establishments. 

° Chinese Central Govern- 
ment officials move in fear of 
their lives and are impotent 
either to investigate the situ- 
ation fully or to control it. 

8. Individual Russian soldiers 
have contributed much to a 
reign of terror which has driven 
all life from the streets between 
dusk and dawn. Barbed wire, 
boarded windows and barred 
doors are not enough to insure 
the safety of a home. 

Other evidence in the case indi- 

cates but admittedly does not fully 


rove: 
r 4. That other locations in Man- 
churia, particularly the Anshan 
steel works, have been stripped 
as methodically, thoroughly and 
ruthlessly as Mukden. 

5. That the Russians are ac- 
tively fighting on the side of the 
Chinese Communists in violation 
of the Chinese-Russian treaty, 
in which Russia recognizes the 
Central Government of China. 
(Parenthetically, a remarkable 
Russian spokesman denied this 
charge to me.) 

6. That, whether or not the 
Russians now propose to with- 
draw from Manchuria, they once 
contemplated leaving and ad- 
justed the schedule of their loot- 
ing accordingly. 

7. That the Japanese Kwan- 
tung Army, variously estimated 
at from 200,000 to 500,000, has 
been shipped away somewhe 
as slave labor, with certain ex- 
ceptions. 

8. That Dairen and Port Ar- 
thur, the ports concerned in the 

hinese - Russian treaty, are 
heavily defended places where 
the Russians welcome no visi- 
tors. 

9. That the huge Yalu and 
Sungari river hydroelectric 
plants have been partially 
stripped and the dynamos and 
generators sent elsewhere. 

10. One cannot tour Mukden’s 
huge factory area and still doubt 
that it* has been systematically 
denuded of machinery and that 
in many cases factory buildings

have been deliberately wrecked .

I personally visited two rubber 
processing plants, one aluminum- 
ware factory, the huge Mukden 
illuminating gas factory and one 
sewing and weaving plant. All had 
been stripped. and the gas plant 
and one rubber factory had suf- 
fered much apparently senseless 
destruction of what remained. 

On two occasions, we drove 
through miles of industrial area 
streets, looking at empty windows,

It is almost impossible to con- 
vey in words the atmosphere of 
death, desertion, destruction and 
unspoken threat that incloses the 


vast manufacturing areas west of 
the railroad yards. This oppres- 
sive air was perhaps best epito- 
mised by the frozen Chinese corpse 
sprawled on a rubble pile in the 
front courtyard of the first fac- 
tory we visited. The man, who- 
ever he was, had been shot 
through the forehead and left— 
perhaps months ago. 

Moreover, for a foreign, unof- 
ficial and none too welcome visi- 
tor, it is difficult to ignore the 
constant sound of gunfire through- 
out the area, On the basis of con- 
siderable experience with peculi- 
arities of bullet noises, I can say 
that no shots were directed to- 
ward us. 

Our party of 10 correspondents 
and photographers was conducted 
and guarded by Chinese soldiers 
from Gen. Peng Pi-sheng’s head- 
quarters. Our intimate visits were 
confined to unguarded factories 
because, although given “com- 
plete” freedom by the Russian 
general, it proved impossible in 
practice to visit Soviet-guarded 
factories. Freedom or not, the 
Russian guards won’t let you in. 
However, our truck expedition 
traveled extensively through the 
manufacturing area, which bore a 
marked air of emptiness. No 
smoke rose from the tall stacks. 
Little pedestrian and almost no 
wheeled traffic moved along the 
broad streets among the new and 


modern-looking, industrial build- 
ings. 
We stopped “(first at the 


Japanese-owned Akiwumei rubber 
factory. It was evidently a new 
and modern establishment of one- 
story brick buildings inclosed in a 
six-foot brick compound fence. All 
buildings were now roofless and 
windowless and the two-story main 
office building bore’ crudely 
painted signs in Russian. 


Just inside the fence lay a 
corpse, tattered and long neg- 
lected. Although the mustached 


face was bullet-torn and decayed, 
it appeared to be Chinese. The 
body was dressed in the charac- 
teristic padded cotton coat.

Of Wrath’ Film 
For Zhukov 


Germans Forbidden 
to See ‘The Great | 
Dictator’ — U. S.

ARSHAL ZHUKOYV, chief of

| istration in Germany, has 
been unable to see the movie of 
John Steinbeck’s “The Grapes of 
Wrath” because a United States 
general thinks it shows too much 
of the seamy side of American 
life. At the same time the show- 
ing of Charlie Chaplin’s “The 
Great Dictator,” generally consid- 
ered to be an eloquent piece of 
anti-Nazi propaganda, iis _ still 
barred for German civilian audi- 
ences. — 

These are charges made by an 
important American military gov- 
ernment official, who attacked 
American film policy in Germany 
as “stinking and stupid.” He ad- 
mitted red tape had him confused 
on who made film policy, but he 
blamed Washington and Holly- 
wood about equally for the “mess.” 

Last September, he said, one of 
Zhukov’s aides suggested the mar- 
shal would like to see two or three 
good American films. Immediate- 
ly efforts were made to get for 
him the much-debated Steinbeck 
classic on the Dustbowl Oakies, 
the Chaplin deflation of Hitler 
and another picture called “Shad- 
ow of a Doubt,” a psychological 
movie involving murder. 

Film Termed Undesirable. 

In due course, however, a “poop- 
sheet” came back from United 
States Army headquarters. in 
Frankfurt. A general objected 
that “The Grapes of Wrath” was 
undesirable for even the most se- 
lect Soviet audiences, presumably 
because it did not place enough 
accent on the sweetness-and-light 
aspects of American Ifie. 

A junior officer wrote back that 
the late President Roosevelt had 
considered the Steinbeck work 
good enough to refer to in one 
of his public addresses, but there 
the matter was stuck, neverthe- 
less. : 

“Most Russians think of Amer- 
icans as gay, foolish people, who 
chew gum and go to musical come- 
dies to see hordes of girls with 
lovely naked legs,” the military 
government official said. “I think 
it would surprise and impress 
them profoundly to see something 
in which the characters were as 
finely and powerfully drawn as 
anything from Maxim Gorky, and 
to find. these were Americans, 
too.” 

The reasons why “The Great Dic- 
tator” could not be obtained for 
Zhukov were less clear. There 
appeared to be no spare copies of 
the film available although it has 
been showing in France. Chaplin's 
own agent is said to have ex- 
plained that the film could be lent 
if it were shown only once to 
Zhukov, with American military 
government officers prc 2nt, and 
then sent right back. 

Germans Inquire for Film. 

Several Germans have inquired 
individually if and when they may 
be allowed to see “The Great Dic- 
tator” but it is still not on the ap- 
proved list. 

What German civilians in the 
American zone are getting instead 
includes murder mysteries and mu- 
sical extravaganzas which tend to 
confirm their impression that 
America is just a great, big pack- 
age of lushness wrapped in cello- 
phane and slick comedies which 
thev do not understand at all. 

Many people over here consider 
it little short of scandalous that 
the Americans have failed to cap- 
italize on one of the most power- 
ful propaganda weapons at their 
command—the movies. 
much less inclined to blame the 
military government than Wash- 
ington. planners and Hollywood 
moguls, who, allegedly, are dish- 
ing out only what they please.

Te deputies of the foreign ministers in London continue to de- 


conference schedwed for May. They have made little progress, 
The peace conference may have to be postponed. 


But se long as these discussions 
continue the full influence of the 
United States should be exerted to 
make sure that when the final set- 
tlements are reached justice is 
done to Greece. The peace trea- 
ties with Italy and with Bulgaria 
involve the vital interests of the 
Greek people. The frontiers to be 
fixed for Yugoslavia and for Al- 
bania will help to decide whether 
Greece will be protected from fu- 
ture aggressions, 

The Greeks underwent five 
years of bitter suffering in their 
struggle against the Axis. It is 
tragic that after their liberation 
Greece should have become an 
arena for a contest between Soviet 
and British interests. All of the 
efforts of the Greeks to begin po- 
litical and economic reconstruc- 
tion have been blocked by this 
contest. It has encouraged civil 
war. 

Whatever the political complex- 
ion of the government which is in- 
stalled as a result of the approach- 
ing national elections, it is the ob- 
ligation of all of the major powers 
to assure the Greek people that 
when the peace treaties are writ- 
ten their claims to equitable treat- 
ment will not be overlooked, 


Greeks’ Gallant Fight. 

No nation of Europe waged a 
more gallant fight against the 
Axis. American public opinion has 
not forgotten that when the Fas- 
cists treacherously attacked Greece 
in 1940, it was the unfaltering 
courage of the Greek people which 
drove the Italian invaders back 
beyond their frontiers. 

Hitler was forced to divert many 
of the divisions which he had in- 
tended to use against the Soviet 
Union in order to subdue Greece. 
Greek resistance thus rendered a 
signal service to the Russian peo- 
ple. But the greatest service of 
the Greeks was when, in the most 
critical moment of the war, inthe 
spring of 1941, supported only by 
a small expeditionary British 
force, they blocked for a few weeks 
the German advance to the south 


so that Hitler’s plan rapidly to 
pass through Syria and Iraq to 
the Persian Gulf could not be 
carried out in time. Had Hitler 
been able to reach Syria before 
the Iraqi revolt had been put 
down by the British, the Germans 
and Japanese could have joined 
hands in the Persian Gulf: Suez 
and Egypt would have been cut 
off. The whole course of the sec- 
ond world war might well have 
been changed. 


Economically Prostrate. 


As a consequence of her re 
sistance, Greece is economically 
prostate. Dependent, if minimum 
living standards are to be main- 
tained, upon her shipping and her 
export ‘rade, Greece lost during 
the war 65 per cent of her ocean- 
going freighters, and all of her 
coastwise shipping. The task of 
rehabilitation which the Greeks 
confront is staggering. 

The Near East has become the 
scene of an increasing conflict of 
int. st between the Soviet Union, 
bent upon an expansion of her 
influence over that area, and the 
Western powers, which are de 
termined to keep open to all na- 
tions the channels of communica- 
tion through the eastern Medi- 
terranean, the Suez Canal and the 
Red Sea. 

A peace treat; which gives the 
peorle of Greece a maximum as- 
Surance of security would consti- 


tute a bulwark for a free and 
stable order in the eastern Medi- 
terranean. 

The Greek people desire fair 
reparations for the damage done 
them by the Axis powers. 

They seek in addition three ter 
ritorial adjustments. 

Dodecanese Question, 

The peace treaty with Italy will 
decide the future sovereignty of 
the Dodecanese Islands, in the 
eastern Mediterranean. The 150,- 
000 inhabitants of these islands 
are, in their vast majority, Greek

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The Record on Rats 


The St. Louis Health Division attempts to de- 
fend its inadequate rat control program in to- 
day’s Mirror of Public Opinion. Its argument 
is as thin as a rat’s tail. But the doubtful state- 
ments and debatable figures raise these ques- 
tions: 

(1) Is the infestation of rats in St. Louis de- 
creasing? The Health Division says the latter 
part of 1945 brought a 33 per cent decrease in 
rat burrows, and six months ago we were told 
of a 32 per cent decrease over a 15-month period, 
so we must be 54 per cent out of rat burrows, 
and nearly out of rats. Who will believe that? 


(2) Are rat-bite cases decreasing? The super-— 


visor of the Health Division’s Rat Control Serv- 
ice said he doubts.if more than a fraction of 
such cases are reported. As it is, 139 rat-bite 
victims were reported last year. Most of them 
were children. Shall we cheer that record? 

(3) Is it true, as a Federal rodent expert is 
alleged to have said, that no city has extermi- 
nated rats so determinedly as St. Louis? What 
the expert actually said was, no city has exter- 
minated rats WITH CALCIUM CYANIDE so 
determinedly as St. Louis. 
are an inexcusable omission in the Mirror letter, 
because calcium cyanide alone certainly has 
proved no answer to rats. 

(4) What about the thousands of volunteer 
workers supposed to be “active at key points’? 
The volunteer program of three years ago lapsed 
into inactivity after the Health Division removed 
the $2700 annual salary of an educational officer 
who promoted the drive. 

(5) Will Chemical. 1080 make rat-proofing or- 
dinances unnecessary? No. Mr. Buxell himself 
has warned that 1080 is deadly. It will be a 
limited part of rat-poisoning programs, and poi- 
soning by itself is, as a Public Health Service 
bulletin says, insufficient. Rat-proofing is es- 
sential and usually not expensive. But if real 
estate firms owning slum houses have to spend 
money for rat-proofing, that is too bad. 

(6) Is municipal trash collection the real an- 
swer? No, just half of it. This newspaper ad- 
vocates city rubbish collection. But when rats 
are dispossessed from ashpits and trash piles, 
we will need rat control more than ever, to keep 
these vicious animals from becoming our house 
guests. 

(7) Just what do the bills offered by Vernon 
Riehl’s aldermanic committee provide? .-They 
provide for specific anti-rodent ordinances, and 
for an independent agency in the Welfare De- 
partment to enforce them and to carry on an 
educational campaign. This is the same type of 
plan which St. Louls invented to deal successful- 
ly with its smoke problem. 

(8) Will the Riehl bills duplicate present ef- 
forts? Duplication would be foolish. A simple 
order would be sufficient to transfer the exter- 
mination work of the Health Division’s Rat Con- 
trol Service to the over-all agency proposed by 
Mr. Riehl. The proposed agency would remain 
in the Welfare Department. 

(9) Do the Riehl bills “run counter to the City 
Charter’? Absolutely not. 

(10) Is it true that one agency cannot do all 
the rat control work, and the $50,000 is not 
enough for it? Well, at the moment, St. Louis 
has a sub-sub-sub-agency trying to do the work 
on $28,000 a year. The Riehl measures seek 
more authority and more money to deal with 
rats, but if more of either is needed, certainly 
St. Louis must supply it. 

(11) Do the Riehl bills follow any model ordi- 
nance? Not exactly, and neither does the Health 
Division. The bills are based on features of or- 
dinances in other cities, plus advice of Federal 
experts, drawn to meet local conditions. Just 
what has St. Louis to lose by being original? 

(12) What does G. C. Oderkirk, district agent 
for the Federal Division of Rodent Control, think 
of the Riehl bills? He indorses them. 

Mr. Oderkirk has disclosed a surprising fact: 
“A careful reading of the sanitary code of St. 
Louis fails to disclose a single reference to rats.” 
He also has said, “The failure of rat control 
work in most cities can be attributed to divided 
authority in handling matters of enforcement 
and public education.” 

Divided authority, absence of proper author- 
ity and, finally, failure of rat control work, is 
what St. Louis has now. Our Health Division 
never has shown much understanding of our rat 
menace. Health Commissioner Bredeck said in 
1940 that a survey of downtown buildings showed 
“there is no rat problem in St. Louis.” He said 
rat conditions were normal, but he had his own 
peculiar definition of the word “normal.” It 
meant, to Dr. Bredeck, that there had been no 
recent increase in the rat population. 

By that convenient definition, St. Louis still 
has a normal number of rats. St. Louis is sick 
of having a normal number of rats. They have 
slashed too many children, ripped up too much 
property, threatened us with disease long enough. 
The record of complacency here is terrible. It 
is time to replace complacency with innovation. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s one vote on the Board of 
Estimate can put the Riehl bills into effect. 
Well, Mr. Mayor?

If men and nations would but live by the 
precepts of the ancient prophets and the 
teachings of the Sermon on the Mount, prob- 
lems which now seem so difficult would soon 
disappear. . . .

Thus speaks Harry Truman, a devout and 
honest man, and we agree with him. But where 
do such sermons to the Federal Council of 
Churches or anyone else; get us? 

Hasn’t Mr. Truman preached this text before, 
and hasn’t his worthy legislative program still 
been thrown away or kept in cold storage? 
Having abdicated his personal responsibility to 
“fact finding” boards, to Mr. Hannegan, to Gen. 
Groves, etc, does he think that an abstract ap- 
peal will improve matters? 

If the human race were perfect, we might 
need no Government and President. Granted 
everything Mr. Truman says about human frail- 
ties, his failures are his own, Always, we be- 
lieve, he means well. 

But he has avoided strenuous tactics with 
Congress when the occasion demanded them, 
He has blundered, as in the wage-price and

atomic-control questions, and Has been too slow 
to acknowledge and correct. And, to cap the 
climax, he has weakened the unique powers of 
leadership inherent in his office by the low 
standards of political morality which caused him 
to prefer Allen, Vardaman and Pauley. Today, 
therefore, the “greedy for gold” are having a 
field day. . 

Harry Truman, we still believe, can make a 
good President, if not a great one. It is not 
going to happen, however, until he catches an- 
other Christian precept which is peculiarly ap- 
plicable to his office: He must find the King- 
dom of Heaven, if it is to be won, within his 
own qualities and his own resources. 
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But the Emperor Stays 

The authors of the new Japanese Constitu- 
tion formally renounced resort to war “for all 
time” in drafting their remarkable document, 
but they did not go so far as to renounce the 
most compelling symbol of militarism and war 
that their country has ever had—the Emperor. 

He is reduced to the status of a non-divine 
nonentity, with no governmental power what- 
ever, but he will be sitting firmly on the throne 
when the occupying forces leave. There he 
will be, available again as a God-Emperor for 
whom it is glorious to die on the battlefield if 
and when the militarists make a comeback. 

The sweeping disavowal of war, on paper, is 
no guarantee that the militarists will not come 
back. No one thought in 1919 that German mili- 
tarism would come back, but its resurgence is 
grim and painful history. Such a disavowal of 
war as the Japanese Government has written is 
a lofty sentiment, but it can be used to inspire 
a new wave of nationalism in Japan, if presented 
as an order dictated by the Allies. It was in 
that way that Hitler used the demilitarization 
imposed by Versailles to rouse Germans against 
an affront to their “‘national rights.” 

Apologists for the Emperor, both in Japan 
and elsewhere, will insist that the new Consti- 
tution’s restrictions place the throne in a posi- 
tion like that of the British monarchy, as a 
force merely for national unity and not for ag- 
gression. There is no similarity whatever, The 
British have never worshiped their King as a 
deity, he has never been used as a front for 
war-makers and the people have kept him 
strictly in his ceremonial place since Magna 
Carta was written in the year 1215, 

A warning on this point appears in Willard 
Price’s new book, “‘Key to Japan”: 


A most essential duty of the occupation 
will be to achieve the abolition of the dy- 
nasty; for, so long as it remains, even in a 
passive or dormant state, it is there to be 
seized upon some day by a militaristic group. 


The best way to achieve abolition of the dy- 
nasty, of course, is through the Japanese them- 
selves, to make the reform stick. That is just 
where the present reformers draw the line, al- 
though they go so far as to yield their country’s 
right to maintain armed forces. Their attitude, 
despite Gen. MacArthur's enthusiastic indorse- 
ment of the draft, is one that ought to be viewed 
with considerable suspicion. 
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If Wishes Were Houses — 


The Mayor’s Emergency Housing Committee 
should not be too much disappointed about the 
paucity of results from its broadcast appeal last 
Sunday for St, Louisans to rent rooms to vet- 
erans, now that zoning restrictions have been 
lifted. The broadcast. was an excellent idea, 
but only as a means to making householders re- 
ceptive when the appeal was brought down to 
a personal level in a block-to-block canvass. 

Such a canvass should be the committee’s next 
order of business. It will be hard work, but 
then there is no royal road to solution of the 
housing problem. St. Louis has been tackling 
the problem the easy way, hoping someone 
would build houses and drop them into our lots, 
wishing there were some painless, uncostly meth- 
od for accomplishing a painful and expensive 
task. So the problem has grown hugely while 
accomplishments have been performed micro- 
scopically. Having worked faint hopes to the 
limit, shall we now try realism? 
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Wit in the Senate 

Senator Tydings and Columnist Ickes engaged 
in some nadir-like repartee yesterday at the 
Pauley hearings of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee. Mr. Ickes said that if the Senator 
wanted to talk with him he could always call 
him up, and the Senator retorted, “That goes 
double.” Mr. Tydings shouted, ‘‘Here’s one man 
you can’t bamboozle,” and Mr. Ickes had right 
back at him with “You can’t bamboozle me, 
either.” Tydings accused Ickes of being nerv- 
ous, and Ickes said, “If I were half as nervous 
as you, I’d go to a sanitarium.” 

Brilliance tinkled like, to be exact, a lump of 
lead. About all either forewent asserting was 
“My mamma can lick your mamma,” and about 
all either forewent retorting was “Sez you.” 
Chairman Senator Walsh blushed for their man- 
ners. We blush for their wit. It probably only 
goes to show that for exchanges of personalities 
at the scullery level, there’s no place like the 


scullery. 


Too Many Old-Age Pensioners 

There are always plenty of official excuses 
when it is pointed out that Missouri has a higher 
ratio of citizens on its old-age pension rolls 
than the majority of other states, and there are 
also plenty of promises to cut down the exces- 
sive number. But little or nothing is ever done 
about it, and the latest statistics show that the 
condition remains virtually as bad as ever. 

Only four states have a greater percentage 
of their residents on pension rolls than Missouri, 
according to figures compiled by the Missouri 
Public Expenditure Survey from data of the 
Federal Social Security Board. There are 100,- 
646 Missouridns receiving these benefits, or 2.65 
per cent of the State’s 1940 population—and this 
is 72 per cent above the national average. 

Such a showing as this proves again that Mis- 
souri is spending more than it should on the 
older relief beneficiaries, while needy families, 
unemployables and dependent children suffer 
from inadequate payments because of the mal- 
distribution. Assuredly it is high time for the 
rolls to be purged and legislation to be revised 
so that the number of old-age pensioners is re- 
duced to reasonable limits.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Toda's leading editorial is a reply to this letter.

You ere to be highly commended for your 
forthright and strong stand on the need 
for a community attack on filth and on 
rats. Your editorial, “For War on St. Louis 
Rats,” is a ringing challenge which should 
do much toward securing prompt clean-up 
action by every individual of the communi- 
ty. 

As you have pointed out, St. Louis needs 
a municipal service of refuse collection, We 
in the Heath Division have pointed this out 
at every opportunity for almost 10 years. 
Municipal refuse collection and elimination 
of the ashpit from our city should be the 
FIRST and foremost step for rat control. 


Sanitation Work by Police 


Likewise we urge, as you do, strict en- 
forcement of the garbage receptacle ordi- 
nance, However, we believe that the logical 
agency for this is the Police Department, 
as provided by the City Charter and the 
present garbage receptacle ordinance. We 
have proposed, as early as 1943, that a 
“ticket” plan for sanitary violations, sim- 
ilar to the traffic ticket, be set up to over- 
come the reluctance of the enforcing police 
officer to issue summonses which may 
necessitate a considerable time spent in 
the city police courts. 

With the above methods in action, togeth- 
er with action already taken by the Direc- 
tor of Streets and Sewers to secure better 
handling of refuse containers by garbage 
collectors, few legislative changes will be 
necessary. <As outlined by the Health Com- 
missioner some four months ago, in his 
nine-point program for further rat control, 
St. Louis needs an ordinance providing that 
failure to control rat infestation in a mul- 
tiple dwelling by the occupant, owner or 
agent shall be a misdemeanor. We also 
probably need a rat-proofing ordinance. 


A model ordinance prepared by the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service and ad- 
vocated by the Division of Predator Control 
of the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service is available for enactment. The 
Riehl bill (Bill No. 109), however, does not 
follow the provisions of that model ordi- 
nance. In view of new research develop- 
ments, it also appears possible that a rat- 
proofing ordinance may not be necessary 
at this time. As you know, requirements 
as to rat-proofing may be quite costly to 
property owners. 


Concern Over Riehl Bills 


The new development is Chemical 1080, 
which is being studied carefully by this di- 
vision. A new program involving the use 
of this wonderful chemical will be an- 
nounced as soon as details and safeguards 
can be planned in full. 

We view with considerable‘concern your 
partial indorsement of Bill No. 101, which 
would provide a Division of Rodent Control 
not under the control of the Health Divi- 
sion. The hope that one agency such as 
that proposed can enforce and perform all 
rat control efforts in a city as large as St. 
Louis is an impractical dream, It would 
result in more confusion, further problems 
of co-ordination, be exceedingly costly (far 
beyond the first request of $50,000), run 
counter to the City Charter and break up 
much of the present excellent rat control 


efforts. 


We have the statement of G. C. Oderkirk, 
district agent for the United States Fish 
and Wildlife Service, that not a single large 
city in the United States, to his knowledge, 
operates a rat control agency divorced 
from the health agency. Bill No. 101 does 
not follow any model ordinance that I have 
been able to find, To pass it would be a 
serious mistake, 

To emphasize the rat control problem by 
disparaging present control efforts may 
also lead us astray and cause us to make 
mistakes. By all methods of measurement 
available to us short of counting rats which, 
of course, is impossible, rat infestation in 
St. Louis is decreasing. That does not 
minimize the urgent need for further con- 
trol, but helps to keep our feet on the firm 
ground of facts. 

The Health Division's continual census of 
rat burrows shows a constant trend down- 
ward since the special rat control effort 
was started in 1941. The latter part of this 
past year shows a 33 per cent over-all and 
city-wsde decrease in rat burrows, Reports 
of patients treated for rat-bite at hospital 
out-patient departments continue their 
trend downward, 

Let us not forget the tons of calcium 
cyanide used in the Health Divison’s ex- 
termination program (the entire city was 
covered approximately two and a half times 
in 1945), which admittedly can only be a 
temporary and stop-gap program. Let us 
not forget the several thousand volunteer 
dusters who are trained by the Rat Con- 
trol Service and are active at key points. 


Leaflets, Referrals, Movies 


Don’t forget the hundreds of thousands 
of leaflets distributed constantly to indi- 
vidual householders, the thousands of re- 
ferrals made by our inspectors, the hun- 
dreds of careful rat-proofing studies and 
recommendations made to proprietors and 
owners, the scores of public talks and nio- 
vie presentations and the firm step forward 
for rat control included in the standard 
restaurant ordinance, passed recently, 

Only a few days ago, Milton Caroline, 
consultant on rat control for the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service, told me 
that he knew of no other city in the United 
States which has carried on rat extermina- 
tion as determinedly and as extensively as 
has St. Louis, or which has such detailed 
and accurate statistics on rat infestation. 
But anything short of perfection in rat con- 
trol is apt to be short of acceptable. More 
power to you in your enlistment in the war 
on rats. JOHN BUXELL,

Book of Aviation Y arns 
By a Pioneer in Flying 


“Guy Gilpatric’s Flying Stories,”” by Guy Giipatrie. 

(E, P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 

The distinction in the title that these 
are Guy Gilpatric’s very own stories will 
be especially significant to readers far and 
wide who have enjoyed his Mr. Glencannon 
yarns. It is a pertinent distinction to this 
volume also that Gilpatric actually gradu- 
ated from flying to writing. He relates in 
the introduction that he had time on hia 
hands while an instructor and test pilot 
in the pinfeather days of aviation and used 
it to teach himself to write. 

The book is a fictionized history of 40 
years of aviation progress as the author 
knew it. It begins with the pioneering 
days, continues through World War I, the 
dark ages of the ‘20s, the renaissance of 
the ‘30s and ends with the early stages 
of World War II. Gilpatric was in the 
thick of flying until after the first war, 
Back in 1912, he established an altitude 
record for the United States. He served 
with the Air Corps in the first war. For 
years he knew intimately the great artists 
of the air—the incomparable Lincoln 
Beachey and all the others. From this rich 
background comes the material for these 
stories. 

Although Beachey, master of precision 
daredeviltry, who flew 18 inches above the 
fear-frozen traffic down Michigan boule- 
vard, Chicago, is Gilpatric’s dazzling hero 
in the flesh, the author fabricates any 
number of even more fabulous virtuosi 
from his fertile imagination. 

A number of the stories in this collec- 
tion have appeared in magazines. That 
seems the kindly fate of all Gilpatric sto 
ries, and a recommendation of their merit,

Heinz: It is 12 years since Hitler 
expelled you, Edgar. How do you 
find Germany? 

(Three of these four were old 
friends. All were of that race and 
species — unrelentingly anti-Nazi 
Germans who had worked and 
prayed for Hitler’s defeat. There 
was no danger of their judgment 
being falsified by Pan-Germanist 
leanings or secret tenderness for 
Nazidom.) 

Mowrer: It is more smashed 
than I expected, but much the 
same. The people are better 
dressed than their foreign victims. 
They look healthier and they seem 
to eat better. Their attitude is, 
however, more like that of the 
Germans after the last war than 
of the arrogant Nazis who 
chucked me out in ’33. 

Ricarda: What attitude? 

(I noticed my friends always 
spoke of Germans as “they,” never 
as “we.”) 


No Signs of Regret. 


Mowrer: A revolting servility to- 
ward us, with moments of loud- 
mouthed arrogance when they 
think we aren’t listening. What 
is worse is the lack of any signs 
of regret or repentance. None of 
our intelligence officers can find 
any. Germany, Ricarda, seems to 
me a desperate case. 

Ricarca: Right, Edgar. You 
dont know the worst. You saw 
the wav the Nazis bullied, robbed 
and murdered; you saw their utter 
contempt for all humanity, ethics 
and religion. What you don’t 
know is the way they spread cor- 
ruption right through the Ger- 
man people from the top to the 
bottom. Those on top stole and 
killed and tortured the rest; Ciey 
lied and shared the fruits of the 
Na7i regime—so long as there 
were any. 

Mo* ‘er: But you did not. You 
resisted. Where was the rest of 
the German underground? 


No Unified Resistance. 


(bitterly): Where, in- 
You needed a telescope to 
find it. Edgar, we were alone— 
alone, you understand. There 
were other little groups, there 
were tiny plots. But nobody 
.;usted anybody. Denunciation 
w-s the rule! Dignity, honor and 
humanity—these had disappeared. 
What could we do but sabotage 
and work in small ways? An or- 
ganized German underground ‘vas 
almost impossible. 

Mowrer: In other countries, 
men consciously laid down their 
live, to save their countries and 
their souls, 

Ricarda: But not Germans. 
Heinrich did—and was hanged by 
the Nazis. But even Heinrich 
thought complete German defeat 
preferable to revolt that would 
not have changed the Germans in- 
warily. So we anti-Nazis waited. 
Defeat came; now we all share 
the responsibility and must pay 
the price—not collective responsi- 
bility, Edgar, indi idual respon- 
sibility.

One Point Churchill Missed on Communism 


| | There was something in it 


It ended with a plea for an un- 
derstanding with Soviet Russia 
through the United Nations. You 
could put that kind of interpreta- 
tion on it if you were of a mind 
to. 


But throughout the world, the 
emphasis undoubtedly will be on 
the strong’ anti-Russian bi-.s 
which ran through the body of the 
speech. The other—the pious con- 
clusion—had too much the sound 
of an afterthought. 


The way in which history re- 
peats itself is startling. There 
were sentences in Churchill's ad- 
dress which might almost have 
been lifted out of the flaming 
speeches he made after World 
War I. 


An Anti-Red Crusader. 


True, in their tone toward Rus- 
sia the sentences were somewhat 
milder. In 1919, Churchill was an 
ardent crusader bent on putting 
down Communism in the U.S.S.R. 
He was for using the armed might 
of the Allies to smash the Bolshe- 
vik revolution. And he said s0 
over and over again, with all the 
weight of his very great elo- 
quence. 


Through the ’20s, one of his 
favorite themes in his writing and 
his speech-making was the menace 
to the world of the Red revolu- 
tion disseminated by Moscow. He 
never lost an opportunity to refer 
to the Boshevik leaders as “mur- 
derers” and “ministers of hell.” 


Quite naturally, this did noth- 
ing to bring Russia and Western 
Europe closer together. Church- 
ill's long-drawn eloquence may 
have helped to inspire some of his 
Tory colleagues who ter were to 
cherish the dream that Germany 
could be turned against Russia to 
destroy Bolshevism. Highly placed 
Tories continued to nurse that 
hope long after Hitler had built 
up his barbarous legions for the 
conquest of Europe. 


Saw Menace of Hitler. 


Churchill, it should be added, 
Was never one of these. He was 
one of the first to see what the 
menace of Hitlerism meant. But 
we now find the great wartime 
lead r linking Communism with 
“Neo-Fascism” and talking of the 
danger to Christian civilization of 
Communist fifth columns. 


What Churchill would set 
against this threat, if you reduce

for everyone, 


his speech to its simplest terms, 
is ar alliance between the United 
States and the British Common- 
wealth. There would be a com- 
plete interchange on the military 
level and perhaps on other levels. 

Granted that Churchill is sin- 
cere in his desire to have peace 
with Russia, his speech as read 
in the Kremlin might well seem 


to be a challenge. It might well 
be read as a documentation of 
Stalin’s recent speech, in which 
he told his people that the 
U.S.S.R. had to be strong because 
other nations had designs on her 
security. 


Armed Might Not Enough. 


Churchill’s speech, it seems to 
me, overlooks a vital truth. That 
is that you cannot fight the “Com- 


ances. 

So long as our own economy is 
a healthy, going economy, we are 
in no danger here at home, That 
is an example to the world. But 
also, Britain and the United States 
must make it clear to colonial and 
subject peoples that they mean to 
help them toward higher stand- 
ards of living and toward the free- 
doms we talk about so glilby in 
our speeches, 


If millions of people come to be- 
lieve there is no hope under our 
system—millions in India, in In- 
donesia, in the Middle East—they 
will turn to something else. And 
it may be Communism. Commvu- 


tion and discontent that fester in 
old resentments and injustices. 


An Opening for Agitators. 


Take a small example: Churchill 
spoke of our military power 
around the world. That power has 
suffered serious 
growing out of the “I wanna go 
home” fever. 


Naval Intelligence has_ estab- 
lished that some of the ringleaders 
in the demonstrations were Com- 
munists. But if thousands upon 
thousands of GIs had not been! 
sore at what they felt were need- 
less delays, if they had not smart- 
ed under the officer caste system, 
then a few Communists could 
have had no influence whatsoever. 


More action and less rhetoric 
would seem to be a good prescrip- 
tion for us here in the United 
States. Talk, as we've learned be- 


fore, is so cheap except when the 
bill finally comes due.

Figure for Eastern Missouri 
—8891 From First 
War on Rolls. 


The number of Eastern Missouri 
veterans of World War II who 
are receiving disability pensions is 
almost twice the number of World 
War I veterans receiving such 
payments, the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration reported today. 

There are 17,547 veterans of the 
last war on the pension rolls, as 
compared to 8891 veterans o the 
first World War, and the excess 
will be far greater when 10,542 
pending applications are processed. 
The St. Louls pranch office last 
month processed 2524 such appli- 
cations, while receiving 3245 new 
claims from veterans in the 58 
Eastern Missouri counties. 

The government is paying pen- 
sions to dependents of 5149 de- 
ceased veterans in this area, and 
174 additional claims are pending. 
The Veterans’ Administration 
Hospital at Jefferson Barracks re- 
ceived 963 applications for hos- 
pitalization or home care in Febru- 
ary. At the end of the month, 332 
veterans were awaiting hospital 
admission, all but 14 of whom had 
disorders not connected with mili- 
tary service. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
office here has received 23,375 ap- 
plications for government benefits 
in the field of education and train- 
ing for veterans, Of this number, 
4662 have begun training courses, 
monthly subsistence allowances 
being paid to 3017 in the group. 
Disabled veterans who have ap- 
plied here for vocational rehabili- 
tation assistance number 4748; 
1372 have begun their training, of 
whom 1163 are receiving sub- 
sistence payments in addition to 
disability pensions.

VETERANS CENTER 
BUDGET PRESENTED 


$65,000 Service Amount Put 
Up to City, County Court, 
War Chest. 


A Veterans’ Service Center bud- 
get totaling $65,600 was presented 
to the City Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, the County Court 
and the War Chest today and re- 
ceived without opposition,

director. Henry F. Chadeayne, 
with Griffin, represented the cen- 
ter. 

The proposed budget is for the 
six months ended next June 30, 
and includes $10,933 already con- 
tributed by the War Chest for 
operation. of the Center for the 
first two months of the year. Grif- 
fin said it would provide for em- 
ployment of 48 administrative, op- 
erative and clerical workers at 
the Center, now in the Civil Courts 
Building, It was suggested at the 
meeting that the Center might 
have to be moved to Kiel Audi- 
torium if the Magistrate Courts 
move into Civil Courts Building 
next July 1, but no action was

Mayor Kaufmann said the city 
would make repairs, and would 
poin® the Veterans’ Center quar- 
ters in the Civil Courts Building.

SAYS DR, COMPTON 


St, Louisan Refers to Report 
Urging End to Bomb- 
Making. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., March 7 
(AP)—Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, 
chancellor of Washington Univer- 
sity of St. Louis, said yesterday 
before the seventeenth annual con- 
vention of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association that the 
United States can maintain world 


peace for 10 to 20 years by control 
of the atomic bomb. 

Dr. Compton, who was head of 

the plutonium division of the 
atomic bomb project at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., said in a press conference 
preceding his speech he decided 
to address the convention after 
reading newspaper accounts of a 
report presented to the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America at Columbus, O., urging 
that the United States cease the 
manufacture of atomic bombs. 
“T have a high regard for the 
men who have signed the report,” 
Dr. Compton said, “but none of 
them has had an opportunity to 
inform himself of the considera- 
tions of those who shared in the 
responsibilities of the bomb.”

CHANGES IN CRIMINAL

Rules Simplify Indictments 
and Informations. 


A simplification of indictments 
and informations is one of the 
most important changes tn the 
new rules of criminal procedure 
for United States District Courts 
recently promulgated by the Su- 
preme Court, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rubey M, Hulen said 
today.

In the case of indigent defend- 
ants, the court may, upon motion, 
order the issuance of a subpena. 
The motion must be supported by 
affidavit of the defendant listing 
the name and address of the wit- 
ness and the substance and ma- 
teriality of the expécted testi- 
mony. The cost in such cases will 
be borne by the Government, 

Few changes are made in the 
conduct of the trial except that 
it is no longer necessary to save 
exceptions to court rulings. The

brothers or sisters, or any child playmate near his home. 
When strangers came to the school, Paul did not play with the 
other youngsters. Instead, he showed off for the visitors. He 
tried out every antic which he thought would bring applause or 
laughter. In short, he was grandstanding; playing to the gal- 
leries and ignoring his child companions.. . 

“When he gets tired of doing such things, he will rudely 
break into the other children’s play,” said the young teacher. 
“We try to socialize him, but his mother is a semi-invalid and 
about every two weeks she keeps him out of school for several 
days to be with her. When he comes back to us he is again 
unsocial and hangs around the teachers but does not play with 
the children.” Just then Paul ran up to a group of youngsters 
who were playing drop-the-handkerchief. Suddenly he began to 
beat a little girl on the back with his fists, though she hadn’t 
touched him or even said a word to him. Why did he pummel 
this little girl?

PAUL IS TYPICAL of children who have not been allowed 
to mingle freely with other youngsters. He feels more at home 
with adults than he does with those of his own age. Therefore, 
he keeps close to his teachers and makes a bid for the attention 
of adult visitors. When thrown solely with youngsters like 
himself he doesn’t know just how to act. He is an alien; an 
outsider. Although the other children in the nursery school 
make no attempt deliberately to ostracize him or debar him 
from their games, Paul still feels left out. He knows that he 
does not share their hilarity and social camaraderie. 

Children must learn how to play. They do not fall heir to 
the art of social compatibility by divine dispensation. They 
learn it. They even have to learn to laugh together. The social 
leader or life-of-the-party type, is seldom a hermit by habit and 
training. He is a person who has probably enjoyed people 
since infancy, and especially those of his own age

THE PERSON who has no sense of humor. or who cannot 
laugh at what the crowd enjoys, is likely to be an individualist 
and a self-centered egotist. He is prone to be introvertive, and 
probably is an only child or an oldest child. 

Paul pounded the little girl on the back as a futile protest 
against his feeling of being an outsider. He didn’t particularly 
dislike this little girl, but she typified the hilarity of which he 
wished to be a part. ; 

He projected his irritation at society in general, upon her in 
particular. He wasn’t to blame, nor was she. He was simply a

HILDREN can be easily af- 
C flicted with bonds of allegiance 

to home that, in time, become 
unbreakable. ‘Then we have a 
child who is so homesick that he 
cannot stay overnight in a fine 
camp, the one who cannot stay 
away from mother for a day or 
two, the home-tied child. 

The love of children for home 
is a fine thing but like every other 
human experience, it can be over- 
done. If it is overdone, the child 
is truly afflicted and his cure is 
likely to take years of effort and 
misery in the process. The cure 
is prevention. 

Train little children, when they 
are beginning to notice the people 
who come and go to accustom 
themselves to different .members 
of the family, tying themselves 
to none, .

LET THE creeping child play 
in his pen, or his corner, alone, 
15 minutes at a time at first, two 
hours of self-conducted activity 
when he is at the mature age of 4. 
Let mother appear with hat and 
coat and gloves and handbag, 
ready for the day’s business, say 
goodbye to him, and leave him 
to his own resources, If this line 
of training is followed, in reason, 
the child scarcely recognizes a 
feeling of homesickness if it comes 
to him. 

Home customs, furnishings, ha- 
bits, can become handicaps. These 
ought to be varied by watchful 
mothers so that the child can ac- 
commodate himself to other ways 
and other surroundings. Thomas, 
aged eleven, went to lunch at a 
friend’s house but he could not 
eat his lunch. It consisted of soup, 
peas, baked potato, salad, cookies 
and milk. He drank the milk and 
ate a few cookies with great un- 
ease. “You see he is used to eat- 
ing sandwiches for lunch, They 
are nourishing and easily pre- 
pared, If I’m out they can be kept 
in the refrigerator perfectly. That 
is why he felt so strange at the 
table.” Too bad for the child, 
now wasn’t it? Better vary the 
service. Even vary the flavor and 
form of the food.

Will Work With Problem Children 


Junior League Is Setting Up a New Resident Psychiatric Center 


By Clarissa Start 


PRING housecleaning going 
S on in the big substantial brick 
house at 4919 Forest Park ave- 
nuc, under the direction of the 


Junior League, may be a fore- 
runner to a sort of housecleaning 
in the methods of handling ju- 
veniles in this area. For a long 
time, authorities in both St. Louis 
and the county have made known 
their desire for some type of cor- 
rective care for youngsters who 
are guilty of minor infractions 
and behavior problems in their 
homes, yet should not be sent to 
reformatories which serve to stim- 
ulate rather than check their 
delinquent tendencies. Now. a 
small but sincere and hopeful 
project has been started to meet 
this need in the form of the For- 
est Park Children’s Center, a resi- 
dent psychiatric center for chil- 
dren presenting behavior prob 
lems, sponsored by the Junior 
League and supervised by Mrs. 
Alice Burns Hora, psychiatric 
worker. 


The three-story house, formerly 
a private residence and discovered 
by. the Junior League committee 
after a long and diligent search 
parall«: to those of. individual 
house-hunters, is being renovated 
to provide space for 10 children, 
both boys and girls. More home 
than school, using the word 
“home” in its ‘true rather than 
institutional sense, the Children’s 
Center will aim at providing nor- 
jial happy home surroundings for 
children in need of them. 


“We took about a’ year to de 
cide on thig particular project,” 
said Mrs. Charles S. Fox, who, 
along with Mrs. Henry Hitchcock, 
first formed the committee in 
charge. “We wanted to do some- 
thing not only worthwhile for us 
but worthwhile for the entire 
community. This will not be for 
children of low intelligence, but 
for those of average intelligence 
who have emotional problems 
that need treating. Our referrals 
will come from the social agencies 
in the city and county.” 


“We're limiting the age group 
from 5 to 12,” added Mrs. Hora, 
a youthful, reddish-haired, pleas- 
antly low-voiced person, “We feel 
that children younger than that 
should be put in foster homes, 
and we feel that if we can work 
on children within that age group 
they won’t present a problem later 
on in adolescence.” 

The firs: home of its kind in 
this part of the country, the For- 
est Park Children’s Center will be 
similar to several successful es-

tablished homes in other cities, 
the largest of which are located 
at Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and Seattle. 
Mrs. Hora, who was formerly 
school consultant for the Institute 
of Juvenile Research in Chicago, 
worked at the Loyola University 
child guidance clinic, and the Chi- 
cago State Hospital for the Men- 
tally Ill, and is well experienced 
in handling children with emo- 
tional problems. 

“There are all sorts of reasons 
why children may present be- 
havior problems,” she explained. 
“Their parents may be away from 
home too much or may not under- 
stand the children. There may be 
domestic friction or the father 
may have deserted the family. 
Perhaps the child was the only 
child in the family for a long 
time only to be supplanted by a 
baby. 

“There is the child who is fear- 
ful of self, companions, and 
adults, who needs encouragement 
and understanding; the child who 
retires within himself and solves 
his situation by occasional dis- 
plays of temper; the psychoso- 
matic child who becomes ill with 
no organic basis, but is more or 
less choosing illness ag a life pat- 
tern. It is up to us to find out 


why these children react in this 
way, 3 

“Our original plan was to keep 
the children about six weeks but 
we are not setting a definite time 
limit. We may keep one six 
weeks and another four or six 
months. - While the child is sep- 
arated from his home, the plan is 
for the agencies to work with the 
parents, so that they and the 
child can get back together again. 
We realize that some parents may 
not want to give their children up 
for this length of time and it will 
be up to the agencies to interpret 
our work to them and let them 
make their own decision. We will 
not accept the legal custody 
though in some cases the agencies 
will already have this custody. We 
intend being selective in our in- 
take and taking only those chil- 
dren that we feel will be bene- 
fited by their stay here.” 

The center, which is being fi- 
nanced by the Junior League for 
a period of three years, will be 
operated by a board of 15 mem- 
bers, including the League's com- 
mittee which consists of Mrs. Fox, 
Mrs. George Schlapp and Miss 
Jean Hermann, co-chairmen, Mrs.

West led the heart deuce, and 
East covered the jack. with the 
queen.

Before playing to this trick, de- 
clarer concocted a long-range 
plan of considerable ingenuity. 
As he saw it (correctly), the key 
of the play was probably to keep 
West out of the lead, so as to 
prevent a diamond return through 
dummy’s ace-queen. The diamond 
king was almost surely offside, 
because of East's opening bid, and 
if a lead went through dummy 
prematurely, South would prob- 
ably end up by losing two dia- 
monds, a heart and a club, 

So, at the second trick South 
lost no time about putting up the 
club ace, He then led a trump to 
dummy’s eight and returned the 
heart nine. When East covered 
with the 10, he was presented 
with the trick, South discarding 
his club jack and waiting tensely 
for East’s next play. 

At this point, obviously enough, 
East could lay down either the 
heart ace or the club king in 
safety, and apparently he gave 
no thought to the possible reper- 
cussion from each lead.
